Mr#  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honoiar  to  submit  ray  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1959  which  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  l/60. 

, The  health  of  the  District  remains  good  and  the  vital 

statistics  compare  favourably  with  those  of  the  country  as  a whole. 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  progressed  satisfactorily. 
A special  effort  was  made  to  complete  the  vaccination  of  all  the 
children  of  the  District  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  and  in  May  a 
poliomyelitis  vaccination  campaign  was  commenced,  designed  for  the 
fifteen  to  twenty-five  years  age  group  which,  up  to  then,  had  shown 
little  interest  in  obtaining  protection. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  helpful  co-operation  and 
assistance  and  the  staff  of  the  Department  for  the  efficiency  with 
which  they  have  carried  out  their  duties.

During  the  year  573  live  births  were  registered,  being  5^  eore 
than  last  year’s  total.  The  rate  per  thousand  population  was  17* 1 conparing 

with  an  average  for  England  and  Wales  of  16,5, 


DE/iTHS. 


During  the  year  376  deaths  were  registered,  an  increase  of  21 
conpared  with  those  recorded  in  1958,  the  rate  per  thousand  being  10,8 
compared  with  an  average  of  11.6  for  England  and  Wales.  The  infant  mortality 
rate  was  20,9  compared  with  the  figure  of  22,0  for  England  and  Wales.  Ten 
males  and  one  female  died  from  lung  cancer,  two  less  than  in  the  previous 
year.  The  death  rates  from  this  condition  per  1,000  population  were  0.287 
for  males  and  0,028  for  females  which  is  considerably  lower  than  the  rates 
of  0#831  and  0.123  respectively  for  England  and  V/ales.

Scarlet  Fever. 


The  nmaber  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  notified  during  the  year 
was  46,  giving  an  incidence  rate  of  I.03  per  thousand  population.  Although 
innunisation  is  not  available  against  this  disease  both  its  severity  and 
incidence  rate  have  fallen  in  recent  years# 


Measles# 

The  nmber  of  cases  of  measles  notified  in  1959  was  884,  the 
largest  number  recorded,  following  65  notified  cases  in  1958*  Unfortunately, 
one  death  occurred  in  a young  woman  aged  17  years  who  was  an  inmate  of  St# 
Lawrence's  Hospital,  Caterhan.  Innionisation  is  not  available  against  this 
disease  and  it  remains  one  of  the  commonest  diseases  of  childhood#  Fortunately, 
the  use  of  antibiotics  has  greatly  diminished  the  risk  of  complications# 


Dysentery. 

Forty “five  cases  of  the  mild  sonne  variety  of  dysentery  were  notified, 
of  which  number  27  cases  occurred  in  a local  London  County  Council  Hone.  One 
death  occurred  in  a youth  aged  I6  years  who  was  an  inmate  of  St.  Lawrence's 
Hospital,  Caterhan.  This  condition  is  highly  infectious  and  its  incidence  has 
been  increasing  during  the  past  few  years  throughout  the  country. 


Food  Poisoning. 

Seven  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  1959  and,  with  the 
exception  of  one  case  where  salmonella  anatum  was  found,  all  were  due  to 
salmonella  typhi-murium#  One  case  which  occurred  in  November  was  associated 
with  an  outbreak  at  St#  Marylebone  which  affected  193  persons# 


DISEASES  A&AINST  WHICH  IMMUNISATION  IS  AVAILABLE. 


Smallpox. 

The  substantial  degree  of  protection  from  smallpox  which  the 
population  had  during  the  time  of  compulsory  vaccination  is  being  slowly 
reduced  due  to  the  reduction  throughout  the  country  in  the  numbers  of  children 
vaccinated  at  the  appropriate  tines.  The  percentage  of  infants  under  one 
year  vaccinated  in  this  District  during  the  year  was  6E^  and  efforts  are  being 
made  to  increase  this  figure  which  is  well  above  the  most  recently  published 
figure  of  38.4?^  for  the  country  as  a whole. 

As  with  diphtheria  immunisation,  all  medical  practitioners  providing 
general  medical  services  in  the  area  are  given  an  opportunity  to  provide 
services  for  carrying  out  vaccination. 

During  the  year  the  following  were  performed 
Vaccinations  429 

Re-vaccinations  58 

Of  the  above,  295  individuals  were  vaccinated  or  re-vaccinated  by 
private  doctors. 

368  of  the  persons  vaccinated  were  under  one  year  of  age. 
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Diphtheria 


For  the  seventh  year  in  succession  the  district  was  conpletely 
free  from  this  disease. 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria  progresses  smoothly*  Special 
efforts  continue  to  be  made  to  encourage  mothers  to  bring  their  babies 
for  imniinisation  in  those  cases  where  persuasion  by  the  health  visitor 
has  failed. 


Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act  all  medical  practitioners 
providing  general  medical  services  in  the  area  are  given  an  opportunity 
to  provide  services  in  the  scheme.  This  has  resulted  in  a number  of 
children  being  immunised  otherwise  than  at  schools  or  clinics.

Although  diphtheria  is  no  longer  a serious  public  health  problem, 
several  outbreaks  have  occurred  in  England  and  Y/ales  during  1959,  and  any 
relaxation  of  the  immunisation  campaign  could  have  serious  results. 
Immunisation  not  only  prevents  many  children  from  contracting  diphtheria, 
but  greatly  mitigates  the  severity  of  the  illness  if  a child  should  fall  a 
victim  to  this  disease. 


V/ho oping  Cough. 

The  number  of  cases  of  whooping  cough  notified  was  only  8.  No 
case  was  removed  to  hospital.  Immunisation  against  this  disease  was 
commenced  in  1952  and  the  average  incidence  has  fallen  considerably  since 
then. 


Whooping  cough  is  one  of  the  most  serious  diseases  of  childhood 
and  mothers  appreciate  the  facilities  for  immunisation  which  are  available. 
As  whooping  cough  is  most  dangerous  in  the  first  year  of  life,  immunisation 
should  be  commenced  at  the  third  or  fourth  month.

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Tetanus 


Tetanus  is  not  notifiable  and  its  incidence  is  not  known#  Cases 
still  occur,  however,  and  there  have  been  several  fatal  cases  in  Surrey 
during  recent  years. 

Parents  are  beginning  to  take  advantage  of  the  innunisation  schene 
and  the  nunber  of  children  innionised  has  risen  from  130  in  1958  to  306  in  1959.

Tuberculosis. 

The  death  rate  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  per  1,000  of  the 
population  was  0.12,  slightly  higher  than  the  rate  of  0.08  for  England  and  Wales. 

Twenty-four  cases  of  pulmonary  and  three  cases  of  non-pulnonary 
tuberculosis  were  notified. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  follovring  numbers  of  cases  were  suffering 
from  the  disease  and  living  in  the  District,  the  total  being  one  less  than  for 
the  previous  year.

Polionyelitis. 

Two  cases  of  paralytic  polionyelitis  occurred.  One  was  a nan  aged 
34years  who  had  not  been  vaccinated  because  his  age  group  was  not  included  in 
the  vaccination  schene  at  the  tine  he  contracted  the  disease;  he  nade  an 
alnost  complete  recovery.  The  other  ease  was  a child  of  five  years  of  age 
who  had  been  fully  imnunised.  In  his  case  the  disease  was  very  slight  indeed 

and  he  nade  a complete  recovery  in  a very  short  tine;  this  case  was  not 
virologically  confirned. 

During  the  year  a Poliomyelitis  Vaccination  Week  was  held,  aimed 
at  the  under  25  years  age  group.  This  campaign  proved  most  successful. 

Out  of  a total  of  1,98^  persons  in  the  South  Eastern  Division  of  Sxirrey  who 
attended  for  vaccination,  797  (h-0^)  attended  clinics  held  in  this  District. 

The  success  of  this  campaign  was  due  to  a large  extent  to  the  whole-hearted 
co-operation  of  the  voluntary  organisations  in  the  District. 

Since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  in  1957  the  follo’.ing  nw’.ber  of 
persons  in  the  South  Eastern  Division  have  been  vaccinated  against  polioqyelitis

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Centlemen, 

I submit  for  your  consideration  my  Annual  Report,  which 
includes  a review  of  nearly  10  months*  work  carried  out  under  the 
supervision  of  Mr.  John  J.  Carden,  my  able  predecessor,  who  retired  on 
the  24th  October  1959#  after  serving  the  Council  for  just  on  30  years. 

Members  of  the  staff  of  the  Department  who  served  under  him, 
including  myself,  wish  to  pay  tribute  to  him  as  a gracious,  under  standing 
and  competent  Officer  of  the  *old  school*  and  as  one  who  gained  their 
confidence  and  respect. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 


In  December,  steps  were  taken  by  the  Council  to  enter  into 
an  agreement  with  the  East  Surrey  Water  Company  to  provide  a water  main 
to  serve  the  nine  remaining  houses  in  the  District  without  a piped  water 
supply. 


As  in  previous  years,  the  Company *s  water  was  systematically 
sampled  for  bacteriological  examination  by  the  officers  of  the  several 
districts  supplied;  48  examinations  are  made  annually  and  the  results 
are  circulated  to  all  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  concerned  and  to 
the  Water  Company.  These  results  again  proved  satisfactory  in  1959* 

One  sample,  taken  in  August  from  a house  in  Whyteleaf e,  was  submitted  for

The  Company  supplied  the  Department  with  monthly  reports 
on  bacteriological  and  chemical  examinations  of  treated  water  sampled 
at  three  of  their  pumping  stations  situate  in  adjoining  areas. 

The  dry  summer  of  1959  caused  the  Company's  resources  to  be 
extended  to  the  utmost  in  meeting  demands,  due  primarily  to  garden 
watering.  On  a number  of  days  the  consumption  was  more  than  50^  above 
the  summer  average  and  high  consumption  was  sustained  for  considerable 
periods. 


The  Company's  sources,  in  conjxinction  with  treated  water 
storage,  were  adequate  at  all  times,  but  on  the  distribution  side  some 
difficulty  was  experienced  in  meeting  the  demand  in  two  small  areas  in 
the  District,  viz.  at  the  upper  end  of  Westhall  Road,  Y/arlingham,  and  at 
The  Ridge,  Woldingham.  Steps  were  taken  in  the  autumn  to  boost  the  supply 
to  meet  the  deficiency  in  Westhall  Road,  and  the  provision  of  a new  main. 
is  contemplated  in  I960  to  improve  jbhe  situation  at  The  Ridge.

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Rivera  and  Streams 


There  are  no  rivers  or  streams  in  the  Urban  District  and  the 
only  water  course  is  the  Bourne,  which  normally  carries  off  the  waste 
water  from  trade  premises  and  surface  water.  On  very  rare  occasions 
this  becomes  surcharged  along  its  course  through  Whyteleafe,  due  to  an 
upsurge  of  water  through  the  ground. 

Measures  were  taken  during  the  year  to  investigate  and  deal 
with  complaints  regarding  the  leakage  of  trade  waste  into  this  water- 
course. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

No  major  drainage  schemes  were  carried  out  during  the  year  and 
no  further  development  took  place  in  respect  of  the  provision  of  sewers 
to  serve  that  part  of  Chaldon  and  the  whole  of  Woldingham,  where  the 
soil  drainage  is  taken  to  cesspools  or  septic  tanks. 


Closet  Accommodation. 

There  remain  a few  houses  where  pail  closets  are  in  use,  in 
unsewered  outlying  areas. 


Public  Cleansing. 

(a)  Refuse  storage. 

Action  was  taken  to  secure  the  provision  of  suitable  receptacles 
at  72  dwelling  housea  where  accommodation  for  refuse  was  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory  or  absent. 

(b)  Collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse. 

This  service  is  controlled  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

Despite  difficulties  associated  with  the  recruitment  of  suitable 
and  sufficient  labour  for  refuse  collection,  the  normal  weekly  collection 
was  invariably  maintained  throughout  the  District. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  at  a site  on  the  boundary  of  the  area  with 
Godstone  Rural  District,  where  a modified  form  of  controlled  tipping  is 
employed.  The  main  material  for  coverage  consists  of  fly  ash,  supplied 
by  the  Central  Electricity  Board;  during  dry  weather  this  was  watered 
down  on  the  tip  face  to  arrest  the  dispersion  of  dust.

The  above  table  shews  that  the  yearly  and  progressive  increase 
of  sewage  removed  from  cesspools  was  halted  in  1959*  This  could  be 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  1959  being  a comparatively  dry  year,  less 
surface  water  was  accommodated  in  cesspools,  whereas  in  1958,  an  unusually 
wet  year,  the  converse  could  have  applied. 

112  premises  were  visited  by  an  emptier  12  or  more  times  during 
the  year  and  the  cesspools  at  28  of  these  premises  were  emptied  20  or 
more  times.  On  71  days  of  the  year  there  were  over  30  applications  for 
emptying  awaiting  attention,  but  few  representations  regarding  delay  were 
received. 


During  the  year,  the  conversion  of  a refuse  lorry  chassis  for 
gully/cesspool  emptying  increased  the  plant  available  fcr  this  service.

Under  the  above  Act,  which  came  into  force  in  June  1959,  a new 
grant,  known  as  the  'standard  grant*  became  available  to  supplement  the 
existing  improvement  or  'discretionary'  grant.  The  new  grant  can  be 
claimed  by  owners  in  respect  of  the  provision  of  any  or  all  of  the  five 
amenities  specified,  viz:  a fixed  bath  or  shower  in  a bathroom;  a wash- 
hand  basin;  a hot  water  supply;  a water  closet  in  or  contiguous  to  the 
dwelling;  and  satisfactory  facilities  for  storing  food. 

As  a general  rule,  the  grant  is  not  available  for  houses  built 
after  1944,  and  to  qualify,  the  house  must  after  improvement,  possess  all 
the  standard  amenities  referred  to,  and  be  fit,  and  remain  fit  for  human 
habitation  for  at  least  15  years.

CARiiViiN  SITES. 


Action  was  taken  by  the  Council  during  the  year  to  prevent 
the  unauthorised  development  of  three  sites  at  Warlingham* 

At  one  site,  where  planning  consent  was  given  in  1958  for 
a period  of  ten  years  and  where,  by  agreement,  the  caravans  were  to 
be  reduced  from  54-  to  45  in  number,  further  land  was  enclosed. 
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on  which,  eventually,  ten  additional  caravans  were  stationed,  bringing 
the  total  nxjnber  of  caravans  on  the  site,  in  June,  to  63*  Enforcenent 
action  to  seciire  the  discontinuance  of  the  use  of  the  site  extension 
was  authorised  by  the  Council,  but  an  application  for  planning  permission 
for  the  further  development  of  the  site  was  made,  which  left  the  position 
unresolved  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Two  additional  standpipes  for  the  supply  of  water  and  one 
additional  bay  for  dustbins  were  secured  at  this  site. 

At  another  site,  a sudden  influx  of  caravans  over  a period 
of  a few  days  led  to  the  establishment  on  farmland  of  up  to  forty 
residential-type  caravans,  followed  by  intensive  works  of  development 
associated  with  the  provision  of  roadways,  electric  power,  water  supply, 
drainage  etc.  'Existing  use  rights'  claimed  by  the  developers  in  respect 
of  a part  of  the  occupied  site  were  disputed  by  the  Council  and 
enforcement  notices  were  served  to  secure  the  discontinuance  of  the 
unauthorised  development.  Before  the  enforcement  notice  became  effective, 
an  application  for  planning  permission  to  develop  was  submitted  by  the 
owners;  this  application  was  rejected  by  the  Council  in  December. 

At  a further  site,  several  caravans  were  observed  to  be 
stationed  in  April;  the  owner  failed  to  remove  them  within  the  twenty- 
eight  days  as  required  and  Complaint  made  by  the  Council  in  October  before 
the  Ilagistrates  led  to  an  Order  for  the  removal,  within  three  months,  of 
the  five  caravans  then  on  the  site;  application  for  an  Order  prohibiting  the 
future  placing  of  caravans  on  the  site  was,  however,  refused  by  the  Court. 

A subsequent  app^Lication  for  planning  consent  to  develop  as  a caravan  site 
was  refused  by  the  Council. 

The  Report  of  Sir  Arton  Wilson,  published  in  July  1959* 
emphasised  the  nature  and  difficulties  of  the  caravan  problem.  Legislation, 
long  overdue,  to  enable  Local  Authorities  to  exercise  effective  control 
over  caravans  and  sites  cannot  be  long  delayed. 


SCHOOLS. 


All  schools  are  provided  with  the  public  water  supply  and  a water 
carriage  system  of  drainage.  Tv/o  schools,  one  in  Chaldon  and  one  in 
Woldingham,  are  still  drained  to  cesspools. 

The  school  canteens  are  sprayed  annually  with  an  insecticide 
possessing  quick  knock-down  and  long  residual  effects  against  flies  and 
this  treatment  again  proved  to  be  effective. 


SV/IMMIN&  BiiTHS. 

There  is  no  public  swimming  bath  in  the  district. 

Visits  were  made  to  three  local  baths  used  by  schools  and,  in 
one  case,  by  members  of  the  public  on  payment.  A process  of  continuous 
filtration  and  chlorination  operates  at  these  baths  when  bathing  takes 
place.  Tests  were  made  to  see  that  satisfactory  chlorination  was 
maintained;  in  addition  12  samples  of  swimming  bath  water  were  submitted 
to  bacteriological  examination  - 11  of  these  proved  to  be  satisfactory, 
but  the  examination  report  on  one  indicated  that  the  chlorination,  had 
become  insufficient  to  maintain  the  purity  of  the  water.  A subsequent 
sample  proved  satisfactory. 


SUPERVISIOIg  OF  FOOD. 


Slaughterhouses . 

The  number  of  slaughterhouses  in  which  animals  are  slaughtered 
for  human  food  remains  unchanged,  namely,  three.  One,  belonging  to  the 
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South  West  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board,  is  used  for  the 
supply  of  neat  for  the  Board's  Hospitals;  two  other  slaughterhouses 
are  privately  owned  and  are  licensed  by  the  Council, 

The  Council  will  be  required,  in  I960,  to  report  to  the  Minister 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  on  the  existing  and  probable  future 
requirenents  for  slaughterhouse  facilities  in  the  District, 

In  connection  with  the  above  report,  further  steps  were  taken 
during  the  year  to  assess  the  need  for  slaughtering  facilities  in  the 
District  and  consultations  were  continued  with  the  owners  of  the  two 
private  slaughterhouses  regarding  the  condition  and  future  use  of  these 
prenises;  one  of  these  owners  subsequently  applied  for,  and  obtained, 
outline  planning  permission  to  erect  new  premises. 

Regulations  issued  during  January  1959  will  ensure  that  in 
future  all  slaughterhouses  will  be  so  constructed  and  equipped  as  to 
enable  slaughtering  to  take  place  under  satisfactory  hygienic  conditions.

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Licences  to  six  slaughtermen  to  slaughter  cattle,  sheep,  pigs 
and  goats  were  issued  for  1959*  The  humane  killer  specified  in  each  licence 
was  the  Captive  Bolt  Pistol, 


An  increase  of  slaughtering  necessitated  more  time  being  given 
by  the  Inspectorate  to  the  inspection  of  meat  at  the  local  slaughterhouses; 
the  increase  was  mainly  due  to  a butcher,  with  businesses  outside  the  Urban 
District,  who  transferred  his  slaughtering  operations  to  this  area  when  the 
slaughterhouse  he  was  using  in  a neighbouring  district  closed  down. 

Deadweight  certification  under  the  Fatstock  Guarantee  Scheme  was 
continued  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  by 
the  Council’s  Inspectors  at  one  of  the  local  slaughterhouses.  Of  the 
8lA  carcases  submitted,  810  were  accepted,  weighed  and  certified  for  the 
payment  of  subsidy.

As  in  1958>  the  prevalence  of  the  condition  affecting  livers  of 
bovines  and  sheep,  known  as  distomatosis  or  'liver  rot',  resulted  again 
in  a substantial  amount  of  liver  being  condemned  as  unfit  for  human 
consumption. 

Although  many  sheep  livers  were  extensively  affected,  no  case 
of  emaciation  or  other  serious  abnormal  change  in  the  condition  of  any 
carcase  was  noted. 

The  condition  referred  to  is  due  to  the  presence  of  worms  or 
'flukes'  in  the  liver.  The  life  cycle  of  this  parasite  is  a complicated 
one.  Briefly,  the  sexually  mature  fluke  in  the  bile  duct  lays  eggs  which 
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are  passed  with  the  bile  into  the  intestine,  then  with  the  faeces  on  to  the 
ground.  Those  eggs  dropped  into  or  near  water  develop  into  freely  moving 
embryos  which  swim  about  until  they  find  their  secondary  host,  a snail. 

The  embryo  bores  into  the  snail  and  there  undergoes  development.  It  then 
leaves  the  snail  and  swims  on  the  surface  of  water  or  crawls  up  a blade  of 
wet  grass.  It  is  then  either  drimk  or  eaten  by  the  primary  host  (sheep, 
cattle,  etc,).  After  reaching  the  intestine  it  soon  finds  its  way  to  one 
of  the  bile  ducts  where  it  natures  and  lays  eggs.  Damp  and  wet  conditions, 
such  as  were  experienced  in  the  year  195^  are  extremely  favourable  for  the 
multiplication  of  this  parasite. 

Disposal  of  Condemned  Food. 

For  the  information  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  I record  that 
condemned  food  is  disposed  of  by  incineration  and  that  a member  of  the 
staff  sees  it  into  the  furnace. 

Extraneous  Matter  in  Foodstuffs  or  Food  Containers, 


Seven  complaints  were  received  under  this  hepd  in  1959;  four 
were  in  respect  of  dirty  milk  bottles  where  the  normal  dairy  washing 
equipment  had  failed  to  remove  tenacious  natter  adhering  to  the  inside 
of  the  bottles.  In  most  cases  such  bottles  are  'spotted'  at  the  dairy 
and  receive  special  treatment,  but  the  odd  bottle  tends  to  escape 
detection  which  is  not  only  a reflection  on  the  dairyman  but  also  on 
some  members  of  the  public  who  remain  indifferent  as  to  the  state  in 
which  milk  bottles  are  returned. 

Two  complaints  were  associated  with  bread;  one  loaf  which 
was  alleged  to  have  turned  pink,  had  been  disposed  of  by  the  customer 
before  an  examination  was  possible;  the  other  contained  smears  of 
vegetable  oil  which  were  subsequently  ascertained  to  have  been  picked  up 
by  the  dough  from  the  conveyor  belt  of  an  automatic  bread-making  plant. 

The  remaining  complaint  was  connected  with  the  finding  of  a 
small  metal  object  in  a packet  of  frozen  vegetables,  which  had  escaped 
detection  by  the  visual  and  mechanical  methods  employed  at  a large 
modern  factory. 

In  six  of  these  cases  warnings  were  issued  to  the  firms 
concerned;  no  proceedings  were  instituted  before  a magistrate.

^ee^_Wh^.  This  article,  a cheese-hased  spread,  contained  sodium 
phosphaxe  in  excess  of  the  recommended  standard,  which  resulted  in  the 
formation  of  large  crystals  in  the  spread  which  were  mistaken  for  glass. 

The  manufacturers,  who  were  unaware  that  a standard  had  been  recommended, 
agreed  to  conform. 

Baking  Aid.  The  ingredients  of  this  article  were  not  correctly  described 
on  the  label.  The  firm  concerned  indicated  that  futiare  supplies  would  be 
correctly  labelled. 

G-in  and  Whisky.  These  samples  of  spirit  were  foiand  on  analysis  to 
contain  excess  water  to  the  extent  of  ~l%  and  2^  respectively.  This 
was  an  internal  matter  which  affected  the  members  only  of  a licensed 
private  club  and  it  was  decided,  in  the  circumstances,  not  to  prosecute 
but  to  issue  a warning. 

The  sampling  of  drink  on  such  premises  under  the  Food  & Drugs  Act 
by  sampling  officers  of  the  Council  appears  to  be  without  a precedent  and 
although  not  tested  in  the  Courts  it  is  contended  that  the  Act  confers  on 
Food  and  Drugs  Authorities,  through  their  accredited  officers,  the  right  to 
enter,  purchase  and  prosecute,  as  it  applies  to  other  premises  where  food 
or  drink  is  offered  for  sale  to  members  of  the  public.

22  Butchers*  Shops;  29  Cafes,  Snack  Bars  and  School  Canteens;  27  Public 
Houses,  Clubs  and  Hotels;  57  Confectioners*  Shops;  1 *registered*  Dairy; 

11  Fish  Shops;  28  Fruiterers*  and  Greengrocers’  Shops;  58  Grocers*  and 
Provision  Merchants*  Shops;  and  5 General  Stores.

Thirty-eight  visits  to  registered  and  344  visits  to  non-registered 
food  premises  were  made.  During  these  visits,  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
come  into  personal  contact  v/ith  food  traders  and  food  handlers  and  every 
opportiinity  is  taken  of  discussing  all  aspects  of  food  hygiene. 
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To-day,  the  average  trader  realises  that  the  promotion 
of  hygiene  in  connection  with  his  business  is  a factor  of  primary 
importance. 


Most  food  premises  comply  with  the  basic  requirements  of  the 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1953  and  close  attention  is  now  being  given 
to  the  minor  requirements  of  the  regulations  which  are  likely  to  be 
overlooked  or  ignored  by  the  shopkeeper. 

209  contraventions  of  the  regulations,  mainly  of  a minor 
nature,  were  recorded;  3j02  of  these,  including  28  found  in  previous 
years,  were  remedied.

Tips,  at  the  Salvage  Depot  and  in  the  Bourne  Culvert;  no  'major'  or 
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'reservoir'  infestation  occurred 


The  Department's  destruction  service  was  again  used  by  the  County 
Council  in  respect  of  their  properties  in  this  district. 

Sewer  Infestations. 

During  1959  a test  of  sewers  in  the  V^hyteleafe  area  was  carried 
out;  34  manholes  were  baited  but  no  'takes'  were  recorded. 

As  previous  tests  of  all  the  sewers  in  the  District  indicated  the 
absence  of  rat  infestation,  it  was  agreed  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  for  the  next  10^  test  to  be  deferred  until  the  Spring  of 
1961,

The  Council  continued  membership  of  the  London  and  Home  Counties 
Clean  Air  A.dvisory  Coxmcil,  but  during  the  year  it  was  not  found  necessary 
to  use  the  available  advisory  and  consultative  services.

In  the  autumn,  action  was  taken  in  respect  of  three  major 
infestations  by  the  lesser  house-fly,  which  had  obtained  access 
into  the  roof  space  of  dwellings  to  hibernate.  In  one  particular  case 
a member  of  the  staff  detailed  to  carry  out  the  disinfestation  was  at 
times  unable  to  operate  the  spray  gun,  due  to  the  obstruction  of  his 
vision  by  immense  swarms. 

Wasps. 


1959  was  a bumper  year  for  wasps  and  438  infestations  were 
dealt  with,  not  without  considerable  interruption  of  routine  work,  as 
against  136  in  the  previous  year. 

Wasps,  unlike  house-flies,  are  not  strictly  pests  since  they 
help  to  preserve  the  balance  of  nature  by  preying  on  flies,  aphids  and 
other  insects.  The  pendulum  in  their  favour  takes  a swing  in  the 
opposite  direction  about  July,  when  their  attentions  become  devoted  to 
fruit  and  ancillary  products,  and  while  it  cannot  be  accepted  that  the 
eradication  of  wasps  on  private  property  is  an  obligation  that  should 
be  assumed  by  local  authorities,  there  is  some  justification  for 
contending  that  since  wasps  contribute  towards  mental  and  physical 
discomfort  and  could  be  the  cause  of  accidents  in  and  out  of  the  home, 
the  action  taken  by  the  Council  to  exterminate  them  could  be  regarded 
as  a health  measiare  conducive  to  public  welfare.
